The Associated Students, Inc. and People for the 
Ethical Treatment of Animals (PETA) joined forces 
Thursday, Oct. 24 during an animal rights forum in an 
effort “to promote campus and community awareness of 
the cruel and inhumane treatment of animals at CSUS 
said Senate Chai Geeta Bidasha 

Our soctety does not have enough concern about the 
animals,”’ said Dr. Elliott Katz, a veterimarian and 
president of In Defense of Animals, a Bay Area animal 
nights group 

Lack of consideration and honesty that starts

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CSUS athletics: Teams in search of leagues

On Nov. 19, 1984, the CSUS Hornets withdrew from 
the Northern California Athletic Conference (NCAC) just 
‘two days after the football team ended its season in the 
annual Causeway Classic football game against arch-rival 
UC Davis. 


© This move was due to the arrival of scholarships a little 
more than seven months earlier. The NCAC does not 
allow any of its members to issue athletic scholarships to 
their players. And in order for the football team to recruit 
without making any serious violations, the Hornets had to 
leave the conference immediately 

CSUS had been a long-time NCAC member back 
when the conference was known as the Far Western 
Conference (Golden West for the women). Since the 
arrival of scholarships, only the footbali team has joined a 
new league, the Western Football Conference (WFC) 
The other intercollegiate sports icams are independent 

While the football team stands in the middie of the 
WFC championship race, the other campus sports teams 
find being independent favorable 

Independent teams have the freedom to have a tougher 
schedule and a better quality of competition. Despite this 
sense of freedom, some do not rule out the possibility of 
finding another league to play in 

Following is a team-by-team synopsis of CSUS’ 
independent sports teams since the coming of scholarships 
from their respective coaches: 


Sports Briefly 


MEN’S BASKETBALL * 
Bill Brown, head coach 


In his first year as head coach, Bill Brown finds being a 
non-conference team tough since it eliminates something 
to build toward in terms of winning a conference 
championship. 


“By not being in a conference, we don't have an 
automatic bid to play for,” Brown said. “But we feel if we 
can win enough games, we should be able to pick up an 
at-large bid.” 

However, Brown sees more positive reasons for being a 
Division Il independent. “It would be unfair for us to 
remain in (the NCAC), because we have scholarships and 
it would give us a heavy advantage over the other teams 
which don’t have scholarships in that conference 

“The best way to acquire the flexibility to add Division 
I teams to our schedule is to remain independent,” he said 

Brown and his team are working hard on continuity, 
molding a consistent defense that will control the tempo of 
the game, and a ball control offense which Brown hopes 
will bring an exciting style of play the fans can identify 
with 

The former Arkansas assistant would be happy with 20 
wins for his first year on the job. “If we can win 20 games, 
that should be enough for a playoff berth,” the coach said 

Brown's goals aren't confined to the win-loss column 
‘lL also want our team to exhibit some class, both on and 
off the court,” he said

By going independent, the track team was 1) able to 
drop some of its weaker opponents, 2) schedule stronger 
Opponents and 3) enhance its scheduling and performance. 


So far, the preliminary results from this change have 
featured nine All-Americans, an NCAA championship 
and eight new school records. In the midst of this, Neff 
projects his thought to future seasons 

“We would like to remain independent for another 
two or three years,” Neff said. “1 would want conference 
affiliation because it’s nice to win a conference. But at the 
same time, | don’t want to be in a conference where 
compettuon isn’t *s much high quality on a national level.” 

Neff says the women’s track team is “a well-kept 
secret” on campus. Last season, the women were ranked 
seventh nationally in Division II without the help of 
scholarships. Neff would like to see any track and field 
scholarships go towards the women's program rather than 
having them spread throughout two different sections of the 
program 

“I have no heartburn at all for going independent,” 
Neff said. “I think it’s excellent for our program.”

Fishing with ‘Danny and Dusty’

“Looking at you” is Chaz Jankel’s 
fourth album. Sometimes the fourth 
time is a charm 

Jankel has had his share of charms 
in the past. “Glad to Know You” was 
a number one dance hit for 12 weeks 
“At No Corrida,” written by Jankel 
but popularized by Quincy Jones, 
earned Jankel a Grammy nomina 
tion. But “Looking At You” may give 
him a breakthrough to the pop music 
world 


On Vinyl 


“Chaz-funk” is A&M's immodes! 
description of the album's style 
Innovative dance music is a better 
description. Most of the ten songs, all 
composed or co-written by Jankel, 
possess a bizarre, technological sound 
normally associated with new wave 
dance music, giving the songs an 
exciting energetic feel 

Jankel spices his songs, fast or 
slow, with a danceable rhythm. Even 
when the lyrics get pretentious (" Lib- 
“rty perishes, smothered by Facist 
juntas”) the beat merrily continues 
But Jankel is not just a talented writer 
hiding behind good music: He can 
sing’ His vocal style 1s unique, occa- 
sionally bearing a very slight resemb 
lance to artists like Stevie Wonder or 
even Elton John, Chaz Jankel does 
not do imitations of anyone 
ever. He is a performer in his own 
right 

One complaint. The sound of fin- 
gers squealing up and down guitar 
strings on “The Boy on the Bridge” 
has the annoying quality of fingernails 
playing the chalkboard. Only when

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White murders again 


Former San Francisco law and 
order supervisor Dan White commit- 
ted murder again last week. Only this 
time, he killed himself 

White's 1979 conviction for invo- 
luntary manslaughter in the 1978 
assassinations of San Francisco 
Mayor George Moscone and gay 
Supervisor Harvey Milk had trig- 
gerred a riot in the gay community 
Such an uprising had not been seen 
since 1968 when New York City 
police raided one gay bar too many 
and Greenwich Village gays told 
them to “sit on it.” 

A jury accepted White's “Twinkie 
defense,” which claimed an overdose 
of sugar from too much junk food 
wreaked havoc with his nervous 
System, his mental capacity was 
diminished, causing him to commit 
two murders for which he would 
never show remorse. The judge gave 
White seven years, he served five 
years, one month and ten days 

Initial reports indicate White bad 
been living at his Excelsior district 
home off and on for some time 
Considering the anger White had 
generated in many San Franciscans, 
his defenders are bound to see some- 
thing courageous, even heroic, in 
White's return to that city. In the end 
though, White's “I'll show'em” atti- 
tude only showed him to be a victim 
of his own arrogance 

A neighbor of White's said she 
had often seca him disguised in a wig, 
partially hidden in the shadowy 
recesses Of his garage, calling out to 


his wife 

A San Francisco police depar- 
ment spokesman said his men had 
kept constant watch on White’s home 
but never saw him. The San Fran- 
cisco police have always had a great 
sense of humor. That statement 
sounds too much like the thief caught 
red-handed with the goods then 
trying to get out of a nasty situation by 
admitting his car-trunk full of video 
recorders happened to have fallen off 
the back of a truck 

The police buddy system is as 
tightly knit as the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, and White, a 
former policeman, had plenty of 
buddies among San Francisco's po- 
lice. The same cops who supported 
his supervisor candidacy because they 
were afraid and angry about the civil 
rights gays were gaining, the same 
cops who, several months ago, 
formed a KKK-like alliance and 
passed around a petition reasserting 
their anti-gay positions, were the same 
cops who gave White more protec- 
tion during his last days than the 
average San Franciscan gets in his 
entire lifeume. 


White's fnend, homicide inspec 
tor Frank Falzon, attributed White's 
suicide to some obscure latent re- 
morse. The assassinations were to 
Falzon “a burden” White “couldn't 
live with.” 


“White lived a straight life. He just 
couldn't hack it,” Falzon also said 
White lived anything but a 


“straight” life. When he couldn't 
“hack” living with the idea of his 
Supervisonal position going to a gay 
man, he stamped his feet. When he 
couldn't hold his breath any longer, he 
huffed and puffed, snuck through a 
city hall basement window with a gun 
and blew the mayor away. Still not 
satisfied, he then calmly walked down 
the corridor and fired four warning 
shots into Harvey Milk’s head 

It would not be too difficult to 
guess what White's last few days were 
like. He watched television, probably 
read some books and most likely read 
the newspapers. Dan White always 
wanted to be somebody, to make a 
name for himself, to make news 
However, the only way Dan White 
could ever make news again would be 
if he killed somebody, and he couldn't 
do that without going out of the house 
and Dan White could never go out of 
the house 

Early last Monday morning, 
White wrote some notes to his family 
apologizing once again for the trouble 
he was about io cause them. He then 
hooked a garden hose up to his car 
exhaust and asphyxiated himself Dan 
White made headlines once more 

There will always be those people 
who think White's suicide was a cate 
of murder most foul. Perhaps, if they 
look hard enough, they might just find 
the “murder weapon” beneath the 
empty bags of Fritos and potato chips 
in White's garbage can. They 
shouldn't be too surprised if they find 
a torn and sticky Twinkie wrapper
